Butterflies Sit For Hours Sucking More 


Moisture Than Needed. 


By moans of a large number of ob- 


servations Mr. J. W. Tntt ia able to 
onnrni what 1ms been stated by other 
bservers that certain butterflies and 
noths are very much addicted to drink. 
D a paper published in the "proceedi- 
ngs" of the South London Entomolog- 
oal and Natural History society Mr. 
'utt says there can be no doubt that 
intterflies drink more than is required 
iy theii tissues under any possible con- 
itions. He has known Polyommatus 
amoii to s¥ for more than an hoar mo- 
iouless except for the slight movement 
f sucking up and discharging the 
moisture almost continuously. 


What this internal bath may really 


Another im- 
portant factor as to this drinking habit 
s a strange one, tbe "thirsty souls," 
a far a,» his observation goes, being al- 
most entirely males. Possibly if exact

The males alone seem to be 
attracted by pure water, and Mr. Tutt 
nggests that, their extra activity hav- 
ng originally given them greater need 
n this direction, a habit which was at 
Irst a necessity has become so pleasnr- 
ible that excessive drinking has'literal- 
y become a vice.

opening of the campaign at Caraon a 
few days ago addressed a very large 
audience on the issues of the day. He 
discussed the financial question and 
showed that international bimetallism 
fulled, because the Administration 
failed to give it its support It was 
stricken down in the bouse of its pre 
tended friends, at a time 'when sucoeso 
seemed assured. 


Mr. Newlands argues that if there is 


anything iu the cou'eution that the 
prosperity of (be country depends ton 
great extent upon tnuUiug gold uaJ 
silver money metals, then the question 
ia as impoitant as it waa two years ngo. 
It means as much to every man who 
has property or products or labor to 
sell as it did then. It affects the var- 
ious interests of Nevada as much as it 
did iu 1896, for the fastening of the 
single gold standard upon the country 
absolutely denies to our miners the 
right to work their silver mines. 


Mr. Newlands explained the organiz- 


ation of the Silver party, which is a 
perfect fusion of Republicans, Demo- 
crats and Populists, who severed form,- 
er political ties for the patriotic pur- 
pose of emphasizing the demand for 
free coinage by making it the para- 
mount poliiioni issue. At the Presi- 
dential election in 1892 only 1,041,028 
voters in the United States adopted 
the Nevada idea by voting for the can- 
didate pledged to free coinage, but in 
1896, the number increased to 6,600,000 
and it is only reasonable to assume 
that in 1900 a large majority of the 
Union will favor it.

At the opening of the campaign at 


the Carson Opera House, Congress- 
man Newlands addressed the audience, 
which was large and enthusiastic, on 
the issues of the day. He said: 


"Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentle- 


men, I have not been very well of late, 
and I hardly feel able to uphold tbe 
usual standard ot campaign oratory; 
but I cannot deny myself the oppor- 
tunity which is presented to appear be- 
fore a Carson audience and give my 
reasons for the continued existence of 
the Silver party, 
" Yon will remember that two years 


ago, the Democratic party, for the first 
time In years, made a clear and une- 
quivocal declaration for the free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 
That declaration immediately created 
a withdrawal from the ranks of a large 
element of that patty known as tbe 
•gold Democrats,' and as the two old 
parties were evenly balanced, it was a 
foregone conclusion that the Demo- 
cratic party would meet defeat unless 
It oonld secure the alliance of the Pop- 
ulists and of the Silver Bepnblioans ot 
the country. 
" Yon will all recollect the efforts 


which were made to accomplish fusion, 
how those efforts were nearly success- 
ful—a few thousand votes in three or 
four States would have changed the re- 
sult of that election. 
WHY JNTBBNATIONAL BIMETALLISM FAILED. 


The Republican party was success- 


ful in that election. 
Its financial 


plank pledged that party to interna- 
tional bimetallism and to the mainte- 
nance of the gold standard until Inter- 
national bimetallism was accomplished. 
The .members of tbe opposition, the 
Democrats, Silver Republicans and 
Populists, united with the Republicans 
in the passage of a measure intended to 
secure 
international 
conference. 


Whilst they bad no confidence in the 
result, they felt that tbe Republican 
party was entitled to a fair trial ot 
their scheme for the financial reform 
of this country and of the world. 
" Yon will remember that a Commis- 


sion was appointed by the President ot 
the United States consisting ot Senator 
Woloott, General Payne and Mr. Stev- 
enson. The efforts they made with a 
view of accomplishing international 
bimetallism were well directed. It is 
safe to say that at no time probably, 
since silver was struck down, has the 
world Itself been so ripe for an adjust- 
ment of tbe bimetallic question as it 
was at that time. Just at that criti- 
cal time, when France had declared un- 
equivocally for an international agree- 
ment, and when the English govern- 
ment was receiving our Commissioners 
with hospitality, there was a fire in the 
rear by a Republican Secretary of the 
Treasury, to the effect that tbe restor- 
ation of bimetallism was an Impossi- 
bility and declaring In favor of the gold 
standard. The Director of the Mint 
and other Administration 
official* 


raised a hue and cry about floods ot 
gold from the Klondyke, that silver 
was being discredited all over the 
world and that it had no place In the 
monetary system of civilized nations. 
These declarations ot the officials ot 
the Administration were not discredit- 
ed by Mr. McKinley, but presumably 
had his sanction, were flashed around 
the entire world, and produced in Eng- 
land a feeling that the United States 
was not sincere in this great move- 
ment, which was inaugurated by this 
Administration. The result was a la- 
mentable failure of the Commission to 
secure an agreement, by reason of tbe 
Indian Council making an adverse re- 
port, but intimated that it a ratio other 
than 18 to 1 was suggested they would 
entertain tbe proposition. The McKin- 
ley Administration ceased all efforts 
in the shape of further negotiations 


aL<d has shown no Interest whatever In 
promoting international bimetallism. 


"Inte'wwtional 
bimetallism 
has 


largely fai'ied because of the failure of 
this Administration to press it with 
vigor. Instead it has absolutely sur- 
rendered itself to tbe gold standard 
nd to the Issue of bank paper redeem- 
ble In gold. 


THE SILVER QUESTION A LIVE ONE. 
'Now, if there is anything in the 


liver question, if there is anything in 
he theory that the prosperity ot tbe 
world depends upon the making of 
gold and silver money metals, then It 
a certainly as live to-day as It was two 
years ago. It means as much to every 
man who has property or products or 
labor to sell as It did then. It affects 
all the various interests of Nevada as 
much as it did then, for It absolutely 
denies to our miners the privilege o 
opening their silver mines. 


"The policy of the silver forces hai 


been to maintain silver as tbeprinoipa 
issue before the country and to sink 
all minor differences, which distroc 


men and parties, with a view of har- 
monizing everything so as to form an 
invincible union which will be victori- 
ous in 1900. 
WHAT HAVE 
WE GOT 
IN THE SILVLB 


PAETI? 


We have an accomplished fusion of 


Republicans, Democrats and Populists. 
We left our respective parties and or- 
ganized a Silver Party with one issue. 
We have swept this State repeatedly. 
Why then should we abandon this 
^organization before the question Is 
settled and form separate organizations 
and go through all the trials and 
tribulations of harmonizing each fac- 
tion. It would be the height of folly 
for us to dissolve this organization, 
which has been accomplished after so 
much patriotic effort. We have the 
most perfect fusion, and if there is 
anything in the silver question It 
would be something approaching a 
crime to abandon the party, which to- 
day presents to the State and to the 
country a completed fusion of pro- 
tectionists, Democrats and Populists 
in favor of free coinage. 


There are Silver Republicans and 


Populists in both the Senate and 
House. They are the strong, vigorous 
and intelligent men who are going to 
formulate the policy of the unified 
party we hope to form. They are po- 
tential in the councils of tbe Nation. 
There Is hardly a sorlons occasion 
which arises with the Democratic party 
in tbe House in which I and others are 
not called in for consultation. There 
la hardly a serious complication in the 
Senate in which your distinguished 
Senator, who is here to-night, does not 
participate. 


I think you will all agree with me 


that so far as the Senate it concerned, 
Senators 
Stewart 
and Jones have 


throughout this great contest for free 
coinage been looked up to and trusted 
by the leaders of tbe united farces; 
that they have been In every contest in 
the front rank, that they have been un- 
ceasing in their efforts, and 
their 


speeches and communications to the 
press have been in the highest degree 
educational. Yon all know that Sena- 
tor Jones' speeches have been the great 
reservoir from which the silver forces 
have drawn their knowledge and in- 
spiration. 


You all know the prominent part 


that Senator Stewart has taken in 
financial discussions. When the Popu- 
lists were about to go under for the 
lack of funds he founded the Silver 
Knight-Watchman and 
succeeded in 


securing a large circulation for educa- 
tional purposes at a very large expense 
to himself and I do not think that any 
man in the country was more eon- 
spiolous in bringing the Populist party 
in line with our movement for free 
coinage. 


STATE CLAIMS. 


Senator Stewart has worked up with 


great care and energy and efficiency 
ihe claims of this State for about $100,- 
100 for money advanced during the 
Civil War. The labor bestowed upon 
them has been prodigious. The Sena- 
;or has secured its passage through the 
Senate. The House disagreed and the 
bill is in conference. Senator Stewart 
is on the conference committee and his 
associates are thoroughly in harmony 
with him and they assured him that 
the bill shall not pass unless Nevada's 
claims are agreed to, 


AS TO ^HIMSELF. 


As to your Member of Congress It 


would be unbecoming for me to say 
much about myself. I can only say 
that I hove never realized any disad- 
vantage of being the only man of my 
party In the House. On tbe contrary I 
always realized an advantage. I do not 
think there is any man in the House 
who can go to any of the three parties, 
the Democratic, Republican and Popu- 
list, and secure more In the way of 
personal favors than I can. I am on 
two important committees which ena- 
bles me to have considerable Influence. 
Nothing could be done on the irriga- 
tion question or concerning public 
building bills, but as the Treasury is 
now full ot money I believe appropria- 
tions for these purposes will soon be 
obtained. 


MAINTAIN UNITY OF ACTION. 


In the great final contest for free 


coinage It seems to me that the Silver 


arty of Nevada with its present repre- 
entation should be maintained and 
trengthened, and that Nevada will be 
uilty of a blunder approaching a 
irime if It announces at the next elec- 
inn that the people of this State have 
broken the fusion organization In favor 
of silver and are not us strongly In 
'avor of free coinage as they were two 
years ago. What we want to show to 
;he outside world Is that there Is unity 
of action upon this great question and 
there is but one Issue In Nevada, that 
is, the restoration of the monetary sys- 
tem which will open the mints to free 
coinage ot silver and gold and revive 
the industries of the State and restore 
the equilibrium of money on one hand 
and prosperity and wages on the other.

A Neat PUoe of Work by a Reno 


Watchmaker and Jeweler. 


Will G. Doane, Reno's new jeweler 


and watchmaker, has on exhibition in 
his show window a watch movement 
on a large scale and when it Is known 
that Mr. Doane made every part ot the 
watch himself including the wheels 
and pinions out of rough material, It 
makes tbe model of more than passing 
interest Mr. Doane completed this 
model while a student at the Philadel- 
phia College of Horology «nd from 
which be is a graduate. It represents 
a 16 size Elgin movement, the base or 
main plate being 6 inches in diameter 
and is made to keep time. The dial Is 
silver and tbe figures representing the 
hours are of old gold and spell his full 
name. Each piece was worked and 
finished by hand and the whole is a 
work of rare beauty. The glass case 
with mirror base is also hla own idea, 
it being so arranged that tbe observer 
can see all parts of the watch and Its 
movement without interference with 
tbe model. 


Tbe Keystone of Philadelphia, tbe 


largest jewelery journal in the world, 
gave Mr. Doane a special notice on 
this particular piece of work and the 
watch has attracted the attention of 
some of the best workmen in the 
watchmakers arVboth in this country 
and from Europe. 


Mr. Doane is not only an expert in 


the watch making line, but as an en- 
graver be has few equals as Is demon- 
strated by an engraved plate he has as 
a sample ot his work. As an optician 
he stands at the head of his profession, 
having already since bis return to Ne- 
vada been called upon to test tbe eyes 
of the volunteers and diseovering de- 
fects that others had passed over. He 
has also succeeded In furnishing and 
fitting glasses to the eyes of persons,
